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(2) WE SHALL WISH TO INCREASE AN ALREADY SUBSTANTIAL 
FOCUS ON HIMAN RIGHTS BY ADJUSTING PRIORITIES WITHIN THE 
POLITICAL SECTION. ANTICIPATED U.S. MILITARY BASE AND TRADE/ 
INVESTMENT/CIVIL AVIATION/ASEAN NEGOTIATIONS LATER THIS 
AND/OR NEXT FISCAL YEAR WILL INCREASE WORKLOAD S IN THE 
EXECUTIVE AND, RESPECTIVELY, POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC SECTIONS, 
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WHICH INCREASES SHOULD BE MANAGEABLE, AS HERETOFORE, BY 
MEANS OF WORKLOAD ADJUSTMENTS AND OVERTIME. 

(3) MAJOR REORGANIZATION OF THE CONSULAR SECTION, 

INCLUDING A TIMELY COMPLEMENT INCREASE LAST YEAR AND

(4) WHILE ADMINISTRATIVE RESOURCES ARE MORE THAN 
ADEQUATE FOR PRESENT REQUIREMENTS WE, PARADOXICALLY, 
RECOMMEND ONLY RELATIVE SMALL REDUCTIONS NOW. IT IS 

TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION THAT WE MUST LOOK OVER THE 
NEXT PERIOD TO FACILITATE THE MISSION- WIDE STAFF REDUCTIONS 
TOTALLING AT LEAST 100 AMERICANS AND 200 LOCAL POSITIONS 
PREVIOUSLY RECOMMENDED IN REF C AND REAFFIRMED IN REF A. 

OUR MANAGERIAL PRIORITIES ARE TO ELIMINATE DUPLICATION 
AND CONSOLIDATE SUPPORT SERVICES ON A REIMBURSABLE BASIS 
AND TO ESTABLISH RATIONAL LONG-TERM LAND USE PROGRAMS 
AND OTHER POLICY-RELATED ADMINISTRATIVE MEASURES. 

(5) AS THE ONLY CONSTITUENT POST, THE CONSULATE 

AT CEBU IS A VALUED REPORTING AND REPRESENTATIONAL VANTAGE

IN THAT REGARD WE CONTINUE TO BELIEVE THAT THE TELECOM 
MUNIC ATION S FACILITIES AND STAFFS ATTACHED MIGHT QWLL BE 
MORE ECONOMICALLY RATIONALIZED IN THE POST- VIETNAM ERA. 

IN 76 MANILA 0754 WE RECOMMENDED THAT THE ATO/RRF BE 
REVIEWED BY WASHINGTON AGENCIES TO EFFECT GREATER ORGANI- 
ZATIONAL RATIONALIZATION AND OPERATIONAL ECONOMY. WE
